SAN FRANCISCO IW - Another 
•iron* temblor shook earthquake 
jittery San Francisco early today, 
adding to the vast toll of property 
damage, ftrea and frightened resi­ 
dents. 
The latest shock', which struck 
San Francisco at 12:13 a m. and 
was the third 
strongest 
of the 
more than 50 which have rocked 
the Bay Area since early Friday, 
apparently caused a three alarm 
apartm ent house fire. 


THE 56 SCANTILY clad tenants 
of tfce three-story building fled to 
the street while 
firemen 
extin­ 
guished the blaze. 
Within a half 
an hour they were back in the 
fram e structure, f e a r i n g only 
another jolt. 
The fire was caused by a gas 
line broken during the quake six 
minutes earlier. 
o 
DAMAGE WAS EXPECTED to 
run into the millions 
from 
the 
more than 50 minor and serious 
shocks. However, an accurate fig­ 
ure will probably take weeks to 
determine. 
Highway damage in one 400 foot 
area along Lake Merced was esti­ 
m ated by the county road depart­ 
ment at $30,000. 
Thrdiighout San 
Francisco and Daly City founda 
tions were c r a c k e d , 
smashed.

IN DALY CITY, a three-month- 
eld boy barely missed death when 
his 
grandmother 
wheeled 
him 
from in front of the fireplace in 
the family home. 
Five minutes 
later it collapsed. 
In all. some 3! persons have 
been treated for minor injuries. 
Miraculously, there were no seri­ 
ous injuries or deaths. 
Most seri­ 
ous was a woman with a fractured 
foot. 


MEANWHILE, THE fire depart 
ment urged all residents to check 
for gas leaks, cracks in chimney 
flues and broken w ater lines. 
The smallest discernible gas or 
w ater leak must he reported and 
repaired immediately, the depart­ 
m ent aaid. 


THE LATEST TEMBLOR shook 
buildings at 12:13 a nt. PST, and 
registered a magnitude of 4.25 on 
4ha Richter scale of 
10. 
The 
strongest quake Friday registered 
a magnitude of 5 5 on the Richter 
scale, which measures the force 
of earthquakes. 
Friday's violent u p h e a v a l s , 
worst since 1906. began after a 
shift in the San Andreas falut, a 
crack In the earth's crust beneath 
San Francisco. 


A SERIES OF small shocks be­ 
gan al 9:30 am topped by a vi­ 
cious and sustained 5 5 tembor 
shortly before noon. 
Skyscrapers 
whipped back and forth as panic- 
strickén office workers fled Into 
the streets. 
In the residential section of the 
city near the ocean, where the 
quake centered, houses twisted on 
their foundations, gas and water 
lines burst, and sections of the 
scenic coast highway dropped Into 
the Pacific.

Egypt Offers 


New Suez 


Canal Plan 


Falls Far Short 


O f G uarantees 


Asked by Users 


By UNITED PRESS 
Egypt today was reported to 
have proposed a Suez Canal plan 
calling for a "Users' Assocaltion” 
of private shipping and oil com­ 
panies fo help plan the develop­ 
m ent of the disputed waterway. 
Informed sources in Cairo told 
United Press the plan was being 
outlined 
by 
Egyptian 
President 
Gam al Abdel Nasser to United Na­ 
tions Secretary General Dag Ham- 
m arskjold in crucial negotiations 
today on a Tile River island. 


DISCLOSURE OF the plan came 
as the Egyptian Suez Canal au­ 
thority announced that ships as 
big as 2.500 tons could use the 
waterway, as of Sunday The pre­ 
vious top limit was 2 0000 tons. 
The canal 
is 
scheduled 
to 
be 
cleared (or all shipping In about 
three weeks. 
Tha proposal, as reported by the 
Cairo sources, appeared to fall far 
short of the international guaran­ 
tees 
demanded 
by 
the 
major 
Western canal users. 


UNDER THE REPORTED plan. 
Egypt would pledge in writing to 
set aside a certain percentage of 
shipping lolls te develop the can­ 
al. But the sources said Egypt 
would insist on full authority over 
canal operation», and would not 
agree to share control of funds 
for canal development. 
The reported plan ruled out any 
users' 
association 
such 
as has 
been formed by 14 Western gov­ 
ernments. 
Instead, an assneialinn of Inter 
ested private parties whose firms 
use the canal could form a com­ 
m ittee to consult with the Egyp­ 
tian Suez Canal authority on canal 
development plans, 
the 
sources 
said. 


IN ADDITION, Egypt would he 
willing to lei any disputes on Suez 
development be submitted to arbi­ 
tration by "experts' hut not hy 
governments or "political bodies" 
like the U. N. 
It was indicated strongly how­ 
ever that Egypt would continue to 
bar Israeli ships from the canal

LONDON (IB—One million Brit­ 
ish engineering industry workers 
walked out today in the first wave 
of a series qf "snowball strikes" 
just as hopes rose for settlement 
of another walkout by 200,000 ship­ 
yard workers. 
Leaders of 40 engineering un­ 
ions warned that unless there Is 
a settlement of their demands for 
a 10 per cent pay increase, they 
will extend the engineering strike 
to include 3,000,000 workers by 
April 16. 


THE 
NEW 
WALKOUT 
began 
after a substantial pay raise head­ 
ed off a railway strike and labor 
officials predicted that 
Britain's 
worst labor crisis 
in 
30 years 
would end next week. 
The 
engineering 
workers 
are 
members of the confederation of 
shipbuilding and engineering un­ 
ions whose shipyard walkout went 
into its second week today. 
Both the shipbuilders and engl 
neering factory workers are ask 
ing 10 per cent wage increase. 


THOUSAND* 
OF 
engineering 
workers who are on a five-day 
work week jumped the gun and 
began their strike Friday, but the 
effects of today's call-out will not 
be felt completely until Monday 
The threatened railroad strike 
was averted when the nationalized 
B r i t i s h Transport Commission 
agreed Frida» to granl a five pir 
cent pay raise — half what they 
asked. 
Dockworkers 
at 
Southampton, 
who struck, because Royal Navy 
tugs helped get the liner Queen 
Mary on Its way to New York 
Wednesday decided to go back to 
work. 
Negotiations were scheduled to 
start Monday in a shipyard strike 
which started seven days ago and 
involves some 200 000 workers.

UNITED APPEAL MIGHT 
BE THE ANSWER 


More complaints are being heard this 
year about the num ber of fund drives 
being conducted in Palm Springs. Every 
comm unity, of course, has them but we 
seem to get so m any all a t once. The 
overlapping of several cam paigns has 
become quite a problem. There have 
been ten different appeals all going on 
at the same* time. All of them suffer to 
some extent. 
The subject was discussed at consid­ 
erable length at the recent meeting of 
the 
M ayor's 
C o-ordinating 
Council. 
W hile no conclusion was reached, the 
plan of having one campaign In which 
all of the voluntary appeals would he 
combined was discussed. This m ethod 
has been adopted with success by m any 
cities— including Riverside. 
It is nothing new and the Idea has 
been 
proposed 
here 
before. 
Several 
m eetings were held but too many diffi­ 
culties were encountered to carry out 
the plan. Some of the national organiza­ 
tions—such as the American Red Cross 
—do not favor joining a group appeal 
because of their mem bership aspect. 


Community Chest Suffers 
One of the reasons why the Palm 
Springs Comm unity Chest has encoun­ 
tered difficulties in recent years Is be­ 
cause tt Includes only a limited num ber 
of agencies. All of them are local but

the Chest does not include ail of the lo­ 
cal groups which conduct fund-raising 
drives. Although it comprises seven lo. 
cal agencies, the Chest is just one of 
scores of other appeals. It suffers ac­ 
cordingly. Because the Chest agencies 
have to depend entirely on contribu­ 
tions from local residents, it should be 
given first consideration. But it gets 
lost in the overlapping appeals of other 
organizations. 
It will be difficult to work out a Unit­ 
ed Appeal plan in Palm Springs but it 
is certainly worth another effort. O ther 
com m unities encountered sim ilar prob­ 
lems and overcam e them. The fact th at 
one effort failed doesn’t mean th at an­ 
o ther try is bound to fail. 
Study Should Be Made 
The best approach would be for a 
local com m ittee to study the w ays and 
m eans by which other com m unities— 
like Riverside— where the residents and 
various agencies became sold on the 
Idea. It would not be difficult to gather 
this Information. 
A tabulation of all the cam paigns 
conducted 
h e r e 
during the 
w inter 
m onths should be made first and repre­ 
sentatives of as m any of the organiza­ 
tions as possible invited to join in the 
discussion. Any such plan would have 
to have the whole-hearted support of 
the com m unity and its civic leaders in 
order to succeed. 
I t ’s worth another try.

Bridges and Knowland have both 
gone lo their wits’ ends to sell 
Administration programs to their

But the President's $72 billion 
Budget has stretched these good 
relations to the breaking point. 
Bridges is getting a spring flood 
of letters from people who don't 
ordinarily 
concern 
themselves 
with Federal expenditures.

ers are joining sentiments with 
business leaders.

THIS UNPREMEDITATED out 
burst was apparently the genesis 
of a double-edged idea which Sen­ 
ator Bridges developed a few 
days later 
He had remarked in 
January that the Budget could he 
cut by four or five p er cent. In 
February he produced aome de­ 
tailed suggestions. 
But here in mid-March the Sen­ 
ator arrived 
at the conviction 
that the Budget cutting had to be 
done by (a> freezing the number 
of Federal job-holders at some 
figure and <b> requiring Congres­ 
sional committees to submit an 
estimate of initial and eventual 
costs with every bill that is re­ 
ported (or consideration. 
As a 
ready example, the Neuberger 
Indian bill would be plainly la­ 
beled as costing $1.1 million, and 
the Senate would think twice be­ 
fore passing it. 
Senalor Bridges has now sub­ 
mitted these ideas to ihe Repub­ 
lican Conference which has in­ 
corporated them in a resolution. 
It could be * turning point away 
from uncontrolled spending.
